BATTLE AT ZEEBRUGCE. 


HUN SQUADRON DESTROYED. 

Eight German aeroplanes were shot 
down in a few minutes by ours over 
Zeebrugge at midday on Sunday. The 
combat was fought in brilliant sun- 
‘shine, the numbers on both sides 
being nearly equal. One of our day- 
light Tom ine squadrons, accom- 
anied by scouts, vigorously attacked 
Zeebrugge in face of a hot fire from 
ground batteries. Numerous bombs 
were dropped on the mole, where 
sheds were set on fire and much other 
damage was done. Just as the squad- 
ron was wheeling off, a flight of 
Fokkers and other fast machines 
swooped down upon it. The Germans 
had’ been “sitting” high up waiting 
an opportunity: As the enemy came 
down our own scouts dropped upon 
them, and within a few seconds battie 
was fully joined. Round and round 
the machines. circled, mancuvring 
for points of vantage and firing furi- 
ously. The superior dash and skill of 
our men told, and soon the air had 
been cleared of the enemy, his squad- 
ron being annihilated.: We lost only 
1 machine. This collided with a fall- 
ing Hun dnd went with it to earth. 
Our victorious airmen flew home and 
immediately prepared for another 
assault. 


_ BRITISH ADRIATIC RAID. 

Five English aeroplanes on Monday 
morning bombed the enemy base at 
Cattaro (east-Adriatic coast). A ton of 
bombs was.dropped. -A ship near the 
submarine base was set on fire, and 1 
bomb. fell in the middle ofthe sub- 
marine quarter. All the English ma- 
chines returned to their base. * 


RAID ALARM AT COLOGNE, 

The “ Kölnische Volkszeitung” an- 
nounces that there was an air faid 
alarm on Tuesday in Cologne, but no 
attack transpired. The “ Frankfurter 
Zeitung ” says: “ The presence of hos- 
tile airmen was signalled early on 
Tuesday morning at Mainz. Driven

LORD RHONDDA 
DIES IN HIS SLEEP, 


GAVE HiS LIFE FOR HIS COUNTRY. 


The death of Lord Rhondda, which 
occurred on- Wednesday at his house, 
Llanwern, Newport (Mon), will’ be 
felt as a-great personal loss by thou- 


sands who never knew him, except in 
name. As Food Controller. he 
achieved 


a conspicuous success In 
what was ett t cne of the most 
difficult offices of State, and in tack- 
ling the food problem he always pro- 
tected the interests of the workin 
men. . The late Peer caught a chil 
some time ago, and-a severe attack of 
pneumonia followed, and he passed

Their Majesties’ Condolence.
